EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

--Oil-based ink composition for a ballpoint pen, involving at least a coloring 
material, a resin and a solvent selected from the group consisting of an alcohol, a 
polyhydric alcohol and a glycol ether each having a vapor pressure of 0.001 mmHg or 
more at 25°C as a main solvent and further involving a phosphoric acid ester neutralized 
material; in order to provide an ink composition for a ballpoint pen which suppresses 
blobbing of a written letter at the start of writing and is capable of being excellent in a 
soft smooth feeling on writing. - 

Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest reference is Ichikawa ('956). However, Ichikawa and the instant 
application were commonly owned at the time of the invention, as shown by the 
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arguments filed 4-18-08. Therefore the rejection over Ichikawa has been withdrawn 
placing the instant application in condition for allowance.
